DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3, 5 and 6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Araki et al, US 
Patent 6,599,195. Araki et al disclose a background sound switching apparatus and method 
comprising recording medium 5 having a game program, background sound data 52 and 
partitioning code 53, CPU 6 having sound control means 80 comprising code detecting means 83 
and switching control means 84, and RAM 8. The CPU 6 acts as a reading processing portion 
for reading out audio stream data and partitioning code data 53 from recording medium 5 
wherein the partitioning code data 53 represents action definition information used to detect 
action position information identifying a predetermined action position in the reproduction of the 
stream data (see figure 6 also). The sound control means 80 reads on a reproduction processing 
portion for reproducing the read out stream data. The CPU 6 also acts as an application 
executing portion for executing an application. The code detecting means 83 reads on a 
monitoring processing portion for monitoring the reproduction of the stream data and notifying 
the application executing portion when the action position is detected. Claims 1 , 5 and 6 are met. 
Per claim 3, column 5 lines 35-49 state that the recording medium is a optical disc which is 
portable. Per claims 9, 12 and 15, the CPU 6 can detect the partitioning code data 53 which is 
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used as action position information and data number 54 for defining the background sound data 
52 to be switched to when the code data is detected. The data number 54 is the action data 
corresponding to the action position information. As to claims 10, 13 and 16, figures 6 and 7 
illustrate that the partitioning code data 53 is a temporal action position. Per claims 11,14 and 
17, inherently that CPU 6 synchronizes the changing of the background music with the action 
data.
